To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  Newark  Rural  District  Council, 

Sir,  Ladies*  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  District  for  the 
year  1953. 

The  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  l/54.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
I  have  included  a  section  dealing  with  the  personal  health  services  carr 
out  in  the  District  but  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

The  population,  now  nearly  12,000,  was  free  from  the  more  serious 
infectious  diseases  although  outbreaks  of  measles  and  whooping  cough 
occurred.  It  is  worthy  of  special  note  that  the  last  cases  of  diphtheri 
were  in  the  year  1945.  This  clearly  indicates  the  value  of  immunisation 
Similar  prophylactic  injections  against  whooping  cough  are  not  yet  given 
at  clinic  sessions  although  they  are  available  through  the  general 
practitioner  service.  Research  is  proceeding  to  find  a  substance  capabl 
of  ensuring  equal  results  to  diphtheria  immunisation  and  I  hope  that 
before  long  the  County  Council  will  allow  whooping  cough  immunisation  tc 
be  combined  with  that  against  diphtheria. 

No  deaths  from  tuberculosis  took  place  during  the  year  -  an 
indication  of  good  results  from  modern  drugs  and  methods  of  treatment. 

Good,  progress  was  made  in  the  building  of  new  houses.  Now  comes 
the  prospect  of  getting  rid  of  unsatisfactory  dwellings.  At  the  time 
of  writing  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Bill  Is  nearly  an  Act  and  puts 
a  duty  on  the  Council  to  submit  within  twelve  months  proposals  for 
dealing  with  the  houses  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

This  means  a  survey  of  the  District  and  therefore  the  allocation  of  a 
considerable  amount  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  time  to  the  work  of 
inspec  ti  on . 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  support  during  the  year  and  my  thanks  to  the  other  officials  for 
their  help  and  co-operation.

Tuberculosis 

Nine  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  were  notified  and 
two  of  disease  of  other  structures,  one  being  glands  of  heck  and 
the  other  of  the  skin.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1952  were  8  and 
2. 

In  the  pulmonary  cases  only  one  was  under  the  age  of  15  years 
and  bwc  were  in  the  45-55  age  group.  The  glandular  disease  occurred 
In  a  child  under  5  years  of  age  and  the  skin  disease  in  a  patient 
aged  81  years.

With  all  perishes  now  having  a  piped  water  supply  available,, 
and  applications  for  connection  to  the  new  supplies  still  coming  in, 
the  position  Is  satisfactory.  Minor  extensions  will,  however,  be 
necessary  in  order  to  bring  a  piped  water  to  outlying  farms  and  small 
groups  of  dwellings. 
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The  throe  sources  of  supply  -  Lincoln  for  the  northern  parishes, 

Newark  Borough  for  the  central  parishes  and  the  Syerston  R.A.F. 
Borehole  for  the  southern  parishes  -  gives  a  water  suitable  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

Further  details  of  the  supplies  are  contained  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  Report. 


Housing. 

The  Housing  situation  continued  to  improve  although  comparison 
of  the  waiting  list  with  that  of  last  year  indicates  that  the  number 
of  oeople  wanting  council  houses  has  increased.  This  is,  no  doubt, 
due  to  the  fact  that  with  a  greater  possibility  of  a  council  tenancy, 
a  number  of  householders  feel  that  a  new  council  house  would  be  preferable 
to  their  present  accommodation.  There  is  an  increase  of  59  in  the 
application  from  householders.
